SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Another of the “ swift revolving years” has now passed, 
and I have the pleasure of saying that our schools have gone 
on, in my judgment, with more than their usual prosperity. 
They have been favored with good teachers, and have not 
been, as in some former years, interrupted by prevailing 
sickness. In 


DISTRICT NO. 1 


The school has, during the year, been under the charge of 
Mr. Lellan J. Tuck, of Danville, who has proved a success- 
ful teacher. He is in manner deliberate, and yet diligent and 
effective, and he secured, so far as I know, the good-will and 
respect of his pupils. I have the standing complaint to make 
of the low and feeble voice with which readings and _ recita- 
tions are rendered by most of the members of this school. 
A degree of improvement, however, was apparent the last 
term. I cannot forbear saying what a happy thing it would 
be for this large school to be graded ; each division would do 
almost twice the work they can do now. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This school has had for its teacher Mr. Samuel Taylor, 4 
resident of the district, and has shown a gratifying progress. 
This teacher has, from long experience, acquired an unusual 
faculty for explaining and illustrating the more difficult points 
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in a lesson, and a scholor must be very faulty not to improve 
in his knowledge of the subject that has been before the class. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The spring term of this school was under the charge of 
Miss Ellen J. Towle, of Kingston, a teacher of large experi- 
ence, and efficient and successful in her labors. She is, per- 
haps better adapted to a school of a higher grade. She got 
up a pretty large class in Botany, a study that had never be- 
fore been pursued in this school. Fears were entertained 
that it would take too much from the time and attention due 
to the more common branches, and perhaps with some reason. 
And yet I think such a study, taken up occasionally, is profi- 
table. It serves to refine the taste, and to give some glimpse 
of the beautiful and wonderful things to be seen all around 
us in the works of nature, but to which many graduates of 
our schools are utterly blind. 

For the Fall term, and a few weeks in the Winter, Miss 
Emma Blodgett, of Kensington, was the teacher—the same 
who presided over the school so successfully the last year. 
She has shown the same pleasant and yet efficient way of 
conducting the work of the schoolroom as before, and her 
school has been a decided success. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Miss Sarah P. Webster, of Chester, was the teacher of this 
school for the season. She has proved to be a teacher ca- 
pable and faithful, and under her’ supervision the school has 
made good progress. 

It is to be regretted that this school is so limited in time. 
The children of this district have had the past year but 18 
weeks schooling, while those of other districts have had 
from 26 to 29 weeks. It seems to me there ought to be 
more of an equality in the school privileges enjoyed by 
children in different parts of the town. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


This. school is made up of children supported at the 
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County Farm. Its teachers, Misses Brown and Gove, ren- 
dered it good service, and severul of the scholars will com- 
pare favorably with many of the same age to be found in 
other schools. The County Commissioners, who contribute 
most of the expense, are to be commended for doing more 
for this school the past year than in former years. A new 
term was commenced in January, under the care of Miss A. 
S. Tucker, of Portsmouth, who is doing well her somewhat 
difficult and trying work. 


I would speak again of the great advantage derived in our 
schools from the introduction last year of new readers. 
They have awakened in the pupils a new interest in the art 
of reading, and stimulated the teachers to new efforts in that 
school exercise. I have heard better reading in our schools 
the past year than during any of the six previous years in 
which I had in charge the superintendence of the schools. 

I wish that all could fully, understand that the profit to be 
derived from reading or study by no means depends on the 
number of pages gone over, or the size of the text book. 
Let the scholars go over less ground than they are often 
inclined to do, but be more thorough to master what they do 
undertake. The habit of going through a text book so 
superficially that the next term or the next year the class 
must go back and begin again, and perhaps repeat the same 
process the third or fourth time, ¢s all wrong. Let the 
lessons be studied so thoroughly that one review shall be 
sufficient; or, at most after that, a referring back to more 
difficult points, as occasion may require in the pursuit of 
more advanced studies. 

Many teachers are not sufficiently aware how much influ- 
ence they exert upon their pupils by their example. They 
may be familiar with the branches taught, and eflicient in 
government, but if their manners are rude, or if they are 
lacking in animation or energy, and their tone of voice feeble, 
their scholars will imitate them in these fanlts, and go, per- 
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haps, beyond the pattern. And the more they are made to 
respect a teacher, the more they will tend to imitate his 
faults. But let him cultivate refinement of manners and life, 
and force in speaking and acting, and not only he but. his 
scholars will be gainers. 

There has been no small perplexity, both with Prudential 
Committees and teachers, from not knowing seasonably how 
much money the districts are to draw from the Town Treas- 
ury, and consequently how long the schools are to continue. 
It is desirable that the Assessors or the Town Treasurer be 
able to give thé Committees definite information on this 
point early in the year.
